“® History of The Irri- 


gation Dispute 


FROM THE PROTESTING 
™ FARMERS’ VIEWPOINT 


Mr Henry Sorensen, president of 
Strathmore local of the U.F.A., 
has requested us to publish the 
article tollowing. 

It deals with a highly contentious 
subject, which has been discussed 
tor several years, and the resume 
tollowing will freshen up the mem- 
ory of many on the stand taken. by 
those tarmers who have been active- 
ly protesting against the irrigation 
system as at present constituted 


History of the farmers fight to date 
against the Canadian Pacific Ratl- 
way Company irrigation system 
in the Company's western block 
of its system east of Calgary. 

It may interest your readers to 
now hear a short resume of the line 
of action which was mapped out and 
tollowed step by step to obtain the 
results which have been achieved to 
date, and this article will deal with 
the miin points which were at issue 

Shortly atter the whole matter 
was taken up by the representatives 
of the tarmers, who represent over 
200 farmers and landowners in this 
socilled irrigation block, the trap 
became very apparent which had 
been Jaid by the C.P.R. irrigation 
department to catch the farmers. 
This trap was divided in two  sec- 
tions, the first to endeavor to muddle 
the dnty of water together with the 
necessary irrigating head, and the 
second to endeavor to get the farm- 
ers to agree to the pooling or the 
rotation of the water, a matter 
which the contracts in no way call 
for. 

If, in Canada, the term or phrase 
describing the amount of water 
yearly allotted to the land had been 
defined ‘tacre inches’ instead of 
‘duty of water” it would probably 
not have been so easy for the C.P.R. 
to haveconfused a number of farmers 
with regard to the duty of water, 
which is fixed by the Canadian 
Government. The confusion was 
even so great that tne necessary 
irrigating head of water, was 
usually spoken about as the duty of 
water, and consequently it Wasa 
welcome topic for the C.P.R._ irri- 
gation officers to speak about the 
question of enlarging the duty of 
water toobtain the neccessary irri- 
gating head. The duty of water in 
Canada, as fixed by the Government 
is one cubic foot of water per second 
per 150 acres continuous flow trom 
the 1st of May to the rst of October 
In a little more plain language this 
corresponds to some 20 acre ‘inches 
or to some 20 inches precipitation,

vide the necessary irtigating head. 
It is evident thatthe Company hes 
an obligation to turnish the farmers 
with the necessary irrigation head 
in accordance with the contracts 
which the C,P.R. itself drew up 
with the farmers. 

The policy was, however, adopt- 
ed, in the famous green phamplilet 
issued by the C.P.R. in 1git, that 
the Company would ‘‘allew” one 
farmer to lend his water to 
his neighbor to furnish — the 
necessary irrigating head, or rather 
that three or four farmers, at the 
same time, were to lend their water 
to their neighbor (and incidently 
wait whilst that neighbor was using 
the water) to enable this neighbor 
to have enough water to make the 
water flow over the land—which 
means,the necessary irrigating head. 
This pooling or rotation of the 
water, which in itself is impracti- 
cable due to our short seasons, was 
the simple aad comfortable way 
tor Mr J. S, Dennis to get over his 
ifrrigating head trouble, 

Therefore one of the first matters 
to fix for us was to dikker round 
with the C.P.R_ till we got an ack- 
nowledgment in writing from the 
C.P.R. that the proper irrigating 
head had no bearing upyn the duty 
of water 

The main outstanding feature 
was, however, the question whether 
or not the climatic and soil condi- 
tions warrant an irrigation under- 
taking in these districts, and also 
if the climatic and soil conditions do 
not make irrigation a detriment to 
farming instead of the opposite, 
and that this ought to be settled 
betore the resurvey reclassification 
was taken up. 

During their investigations the 
tarmers become acquainted with the 
tacts that the C.P.R. did not have 
a water license, which the law pres- 
cribes that the Company was to 
have before they could start opera- 
tions or sel] lands, 

The C.P.R. singled out two men, 
who the Company's irrigation de- 
partment apparently thought were 
too prominent on the part of the 
farmers, and brought on foreclosures 
against these men for back pay- 
ments on land and water. This 
brought on a counter stroke, which 
was sufficiently deep io yet Mr 
Dennis and his assistants tied up 
and which also put the whole of the 
C.P.R. irrigation outfit tor the time 
being out of business. 

The one party who had been sued 
by the C.P.R. offered the full 
amount which he was being sued 
in cash with the reservation that 
the payment of the amount would in 
no way prejudice his rights or claim 
against the C.P.R. and that that 
money, or part of same, as the cise 
might be, would be paid back after 
Government adjustment. This was 
refused by Mr J. S. Dennis, The 
courts were then asked to order the 
C.P.R. to accept the money under 
the reservation as above stated. 

The courts refused to grant that 
order adding that the claims on the 
C.P.R. to have the money refunded 
would be forfeited it the money was 
paid to the C.P.R. and that the de- 
fence would have to be forthwith 
entered. To make doubly sure of 
this judgment an appeal was enter- 
ed, giving, however, the same result. 
Then the matter was ready for the 
blow to be delivered. Quietly affi- 
davits were obtained from a num- 
ber of farmers asto the state of the 
irrigation, and a solicitor was sent 
to Ottawa to interview the Govern- 
ment with a letter from the party 
who had lost the suit, asking the 
Government to forthwith step in, 
as the action of the C.P.R. was to 
get ahead of the Government in 
spection and adjustment, to beat the 
farmers out of the money which the 
C.P.R. had no right to, due to their 
mistakes, and before the Govern- 
ment had an opportuaity to pass 
upon the works. The Government 
did forthwith step in, and the re- 
sult was that the C,P.R—not having 
a waterlicense—had to give an as- 
surance to the Government that no 
payments would be enforced before 
the whole matter had been adjusted. 
The Department of the Justice 
thereupon stopped all litigation 
started by the C P R. regarding the 
matter, 


The decision of the courts in fay- 
or of the C. P, R. was the very 
thing required to beat the C.P.R 
on the issue which, was, for the 
time being, the main one. It may 
be observed that the Department o 
the Interior have just lately assured 
the combined irrigation committees 
that the Department was not pre- 
pared to grant the C.P.R. a water 
license for the time being. 

After having obtained the result 
which held the C P.R. tor the time 
being, it has been the policy of the 
irrigation committees to endeavor to 
get the Dominion Government to ap- 
point a royal commission to investi-

soil conditions are, on the whole, 
adapted for successful irrigation in 
our districts, and deal with that 
question independently before dis- 
posing of any survey reclassifica- 


tion

It is with great regret that we) 


have to admit that. the Government 
has forsaken us on this main point. 
At an interview which the combined 
irrigation committee had with the 
honorable Minister of the Interior 
in Calgary, it was clearly intimated 
to the minister, that we looked upon 
the C.P.R. irrigation undertaking 
as nothing else but a landselling 
scheme in the western block of its 
irrigation works east of Calgary, 
wholy unjustified under existing 
conditions. 

After the combined — irrigation 
committees had fouud out how tar 
we could get with the Government, 
we have sten to it that the mat- 
ter has been taken up on the floor 
of the House ot Commons in Ot- 
towa, where we also obtained cer- 
tain results. 

The combined irrigation commit- 
tees have now introduced the whole 
matter into the courts, to endeavor 
to prove through the courts that the 
climatic and soil conditions are ad- 
verse to successtul irrigation, and 
the policy is now to push this vig- 
orously in connection with energetic 
publicity work. 

On broad lines this represents 
what has been done from the begin- 
ning of 1911 down to the present 
cate. Volumes might be written 
about the tactics and the actions of 
more detail nature to obtain the re- 
sults, and the counterstrokes which 
have been made to oppose the 
forces against us, It is also doubt- 
full if even the members of the 
fighting fund realize the intrigues 
and undue influence which have been 
brought to bear against certain of 
those men who have shouldered the 
fight. 


Strong assistance has been given 
by prominent men whose minds 
were above the ordinary intelligence 
which organized the C.P R, land 
selling scheme. We much regret 
the press has generally been domin- 
ated more by the interests of the 
land speculator than the interest of 
the farmers who are producing. 

But the one great outstanding 
feature in the whole matter is the 
bulldog determination shown by a 
bunch of farmers, whose fight has 
probably never been equalled in the 


gate whether or not climatic and ! whole of the American continent in 


| 


| 


the history of the Western farmers, 
inasmuch as it has been a fight 
directly up against actual condi 
tions, and not vague theories, in- 


' volving vital interests of perhaps the | 


largest corporation in the world, 
Wedo however, not believe that 
the fight is as much against the C. 
C.R. as a body, as against one of 
its largest departments, where a 
whole army of men are fighting for 
their jobs the farmers having to ul-| 
timately foot the bills which these 
men are responsible for, with no} 
benefit whatsoever to the share-| 
hiders or directors of the C.P.R,| 
We do, however, yet believe that) 
the day will come when the share- | 
holders and the directors of the C.| 
P.R. out of consideration to the! 
welfare of the country, will thank 
those farmers who have assisted) 
them to get this huge expenditure 
broken up. 

Lately there have been some con- 
siderable amount of statements | 
made trom the C.P.R. pvint of 
view, in your paper, Amongst oth- 
er things the publicity committee 
have noticed a remark attributed to 
Mr J. S. Dennis which ran as fol- 
lows: ‘*What had to be done was to 
colonize these lands with men who} 
didn't know anything about irriga-| 
tion and teach them to use it.” 

We do appreciate these words 
inasmuch as men with scores of 
years of experience in successful 
irrigation, (and by men we mean} 
practical farmers, and not men who} 
are spending their time in offices or | 
running around drawing their pay 
or privileges trom the C.P,R.) 
find the whole system unadapted | 
for successful irrigation, with the} 
exception, perhaps, of a very few 
spots. 

In Sepsember 1913 the combined 
Irrigation Committees passed the 
following resolution as a basis for a, 
settlement for outstanding matters 
between the farmers and the C.P.R. | 

“Without prejudice to our} 
rights, resolved that the following | 
proposition be made by our sol- 
icitor to the C.P,R. in full settle- 
ment of the disputes between the 
railway and the farmets concerning | 
irrigation. 

(1) That the present contract be 
cancelled and new contracts be) 
entered into on the basis of the 
prices agreed to be paid for nor- 
irrigable lands. 

(2) That the time for payment of 
principal be extended. 

(3) That the railway be under no 
obligation to supply water unless, 
and until, further agreement be
